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Last May, Central Florida developed a new attraction 

located in downtown Winter Park, an enormous sinkhole 
consumed a house, several cars, a parking lot, and the deep 
end of a swimming pool. So far, thousands of people have 
gazed with amazement at this natural sign of warning, telling 
us that the Earth's internal water level is dangerously low. 

Among the sinkhole gazers are a group who were not 
surprised when the cave-in occurred. This group of experts 
were aware of the water's low level and they knew that when 
that level drops, so does the internal water pressure, making 
conditions prime for the ground to sink. Chuck Burdick, 
Manager/Water and Waste at RCUC and our company's 
expert on water supply and usage, had been following and 
charting the water level at that time. He explained that on the 
WDW property, an elevation of 90 feet above means sea level 
is considered normal; 87.5 feet is the concern point, and the 
water level has been measured as low as 84.3 feet. This low, 
charted in April, continued through the month, and within a 
few weeks, the outbreak of sinkholes occurred across Central 
Florida. 

Many of us don't think of water in terms of a “limited sup- 
ply" commodity. There's always plenty of it running from the 
tap when we want to brush our teeth or make a cup of coffee. 
There's plenty to swim in or shower in. In fact, the most 
stringent restrictions we've had concerning recent water 
usage merely limited the hours when we could water our 
lawns and wash our cars ... but still, there was plenty of 
it then. 

However, the time has come to change this school of 
thought. Due to the increasing water demands of Florida's 
growing population and to the decrease of rainfall over the 
past several years, our once plentiful water supply is fast 
becoming a precious commodity that we cannot afford to 


waste. By the year 2000, experts predict that Americans will 


use the ground water supply provided by Mother Nature's 
rainfalls plus 800 billion gallons ... that's 272 Bay Lakes and 
Seven Seas lagoons combined! 


THE WDW PLAN 


“With all this in mind, we took a look at ourselves as a 
company to determine ways to cut down water usage and to 
eliminate wasteful practices,” Chuck explained. So he out- 
lined for us a water conservation program now in operation 
at WDW, which consists of both supply and demand man- 
agement for our future water supply.

Supply Management 


Helping maintain our water supply involves three major 
parts: metering, leak detection and repair, and pressure 
reduction. 

Although metering won't reduce our actual consumption, 
installing and reading meters will allow us to keep track of 
how much water we do use and where we use it. “If we notice 
an area consuming a large amount of water, we will try to 
find out why,” Chuck explained. 

Leaks within the water system use a great deal of water 
unnecessarily. According to the program, we'll quickly re- 
pair any leaks, saving many gallons of water. 

The third phase of supply management, pressure reduc- 
tion, involves decreasing the water flowing through the 
pipes. To conserve water, RCUC has reduced our water 
pressure from 100 pounds per square inch (psi) to 80 psi. 
Because it will be necessary to increase water pressure to 
90-100 psi when Epcot Center opens this fall, pressure reduc- 
tion valves will be installed at key points in the system where 


high water pressure isn't needed for fire protection.

Demand Management 

The second part of our water con- 
servation program, demand man- 
agement, is where your efforts can 
help! Chuck explained that RCUC 
conducted a survey pinpointing 
areas of the company where water is 
currently being used unnecessarily. 
The survey results designated seven 
major categories and dozens of loca- 
tions where water could be con- 
served, saving approximately 
500,000 gallons of water per day. 

Identifying the problem areas 
solves only half the problem, and 
therefore the crusade to eliminate 
water wastage is now underway. 
Leaks are being repaired, decorative 
fountains will be shut down when the 
Magic Kingdom is closed, and in 
areas not needing fresh water 
supplies, RCUC will install closed 
loop systems to reuse water instead 
of sending it literally down the drain. 

Chuck also described RCUC's 
master plan to treat wastewater for 
irrigation purposes. “A long term 
goal of the Company's is to treat 
wastewater until it's 99% treated and 
then treat it some more,” he added.

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SAVING WATER IS A 
FULL-TIME JOB 


Above all else, Chuck emphasized 
that we need your help ... if you see 
a leaky faucet, report it! If you're 
working with a hose, don't lay it 
down and leave the water running. 
Even the old “brick in the water 
closet” applies; the space consumed 
by the brick’s presence in the tank 
would have been filled with water, 
water that would soon be wasted if 
the brick wasn't there. Be creative in 
your water conservation ideas! 

Another major water-saving idea 
that we've incorporated on WDW 
property could be usedin your home. 
The Reedy Creek Improvement Dis- 
trict is preparing legislation re- 
quiring the installation of water 
restrictive devices in bathroom fix- 
tures. According to Chuck, ‘these 
devices reduce the water flow in your 
shower from eight gallons per minute 
to three gallons per minute.” Inci- 
dently, you can find these gadgets at 
any hardware store for about 75¢. 

So please ... be on the lookout for 


ways to save water both at home and 
at work. And remember, saving 
water is your full-time job! 





You could install several other water conserving in 
your home. These types are available at local hard 
ware stores and are very inexpensive.

CAULK IS CHEAP 


Caulking is an inexpensive yet effec- 
tive way to save energy. By sealing 
cracks with caulk, you can keep out 
summer heat and winter cold (and 
pesky Florida bugs). So check the 
places listed below for possible air 
leaks, and caulk if needed. 

e Around window frames and sills 
(except at drain holes of window sills) 
e Around door frames 

è Between the wall and box behind 
electrical plug and switch covers. 
(You can also install inexpensive 
gaskets precut to fit behind the cov- 
ers. Be sure to turn off the electrical 
power at the fuse or circuit breaker 
box before you take off the cover to 
caulk or install the gasket.) 

e At corners of the house where sid- 
ing is joined. 

e Where porches or additions meet 
the main body of the house. 

è At sills where the siding meets the 
foundation. 

èe Where the chimney or masonry 
meets the siding. 

e Where piping (water faucets, dryer 
vent, exhaust fan, air-conditioner 
condensor unit, or others) or wiring 
penetrates siding or masonry.
